Mr. Charles E. Ryerson of Beth¬ 
el died at his home in Mayville 
last Saturday, June 1, after; an 
illness of several months, * He 
had. an attack of the grip last 
November which terminated In 
pneumonia, and from Which be 
never recovered. 

Mr. Ryerson was born in New- 
ry May 17,1840, the son of Nathan 
T. and Hannah L. Ryerson, 
Thirty-five years of his life were 
spent in his native town from 
which he wont to Massachus¬ 
etts where he remained some 
three years, and. then returned; to 
Maine and purchased the Lake 
House at Upton, Thih hotel was 
run. by him with marked success, 
until some eight years ago, When 
he came to Bethel and purchased 
of Moses Mason, the farm In May- 
vilie which he has since owned, 
and where he lived at the time of 
his death.

No matt, either through effort or 
achievement, , could be counted 
more wqfthy to lay down the prin¬ 
ciple the text here brings to us, 
than the great apostle to the Gen 
tiles for, no man ever worked 
out this , fjrinciplo more thorough¬ 
ly in his life than Paul did. From 
the most ardent prosecutor of the 
Christian . church he came to be 
the greatest champion of the vital 
principled of the Christian faith. 
From the theological polemic, the 
great controversialist, the debater 
of theological principles, he came 
to be one of the most dispassion¬ 
ate, mos£ tender, most solicitous 
fathers ojf Israel. Thus from the 
time he Went on the Damascus 
road breaihing out like Some terri¬ 
ble volcafio, such .fearful threaten- 
ings and slaughter against the 
Christian church, till the time 
when thd storm and passion of 
his life having passed he calmly 
waited the end, the peace of God 
filling his soul, this was the prill 
ciple upott which his life was 
built; this was the line along 
which it Wa,s lived out. And by 
reason of all that he was, and Oil 
that he did, Paul here speaks with 
an authority which we can neith¬ 
er challenge nor deny. 

The principle he gives us is the 
principle .of growth, progress, de¬ 
velopment; evolution,—a principle 
which |s Vital and fundamental. 
By this principle the higher grows 
out of, and supercedes the lower; 
the comol.ete and perfect grows 
out of, and supercedes the incom¬ 
plete and the imperfect; the good 
in a sense, grows out of, and takes 
the place of the bad; the truest 
Und best grows out of and takes 
the place of the simply or nomi¬ 
nally good. If we study the He¬ 
brew cosmogony and take that as 
our only authority, or if we turn 
from that and kneel at the altar of 
science* and take what the astron¬ 
omer and the geologist, and the 
biologist give us, or if with grate¬ 
ful hearts we take what both these 
sources offer, and combine them, 
add utilize all we can in the earn¬ 
est search for truth relative to the 
existence of things, we find this to 
be the order of Creation. First 
darkness and chaos, then light 
and order* then the adaptation of 
physical conditions for the life 
which was to follow, then provi 
sion through vegetation for that 
life, then the creation of aquatic 
and animal life, crowned with the 
creation of man in the linage and 
afeer the likeness of God. This is

wide difference between the concep 
tion of a corporeal devil carrying 
Christ .bodily to a pinnacle of the 
temple, and 1 to the top of a hill, 
there tempting him to sell him¬ 
self; and offering Him all the king¬ 
doms of the World for one moment 
of allegiance and worship, and the 
idea of to-day, which sees in the 
temptation of Christ in the Wilder 
ness, a vivid picture of a soul un¬ 
der fire, fiercely tempted to sell 
honor and truth-and purity and 
manhood and womanhood* for the 
cheap things that the world can 
give. The change of conception 
does not make temptation any the 
less real and fierce. It does not 
make the victory of temptation 
over the soul ,any the less possible* 
and thank God, does not make the 
soul’s victory oVer temptation any 
the less possible. 

The old theology embraced a 
great deal of fatalism. It taught 
us that God, was a Being sitting 
somehow severely apart from His 
creation, and passing His severe 
judgments upon men ; that every 
child was “a lump of perdition”; 
that God, for his own glory, elect¬ 
ed some to come into his presence, 
and foreordained others to an eier 
nal death. But to-day God is the 
Heavenly Father, preciously near 
to every one of His children, who 
is earnestly beseeching men and 
women everywhere to come to 
Him, that they might have life 
and eternal happiness, whose great 
and precious promise to mankind 
is that the soul that comes to Him 
in truth and love will in no wise 
be cast out. And we have discov¬ 
ered that childlike innocence and 
purity—which was once no argu¬ 
ment against infant damnation 
is the stuff out of which the King¬ 
dom of God is built. 

There has been no less improve¬ 
ment along moral lines. The mor¬ 
al improvement of the home 
which is the base,of all other insti 
tutions, and whose foundation 
principle has been changed from 
polyandry and polygamy to the 
monogamous idea of to-day—soci¬ 
ety has grown better, the moral 
sensibility of mankind, has grown 
keener, and ail that has been most 
blessed to the world in the way of 
Science and Literature, and Art, 
has been stimulated.' 

What Is true theologically and 
morally Is preeminently true edu¬ 
cationally. The wide difference 
in the material surroundings and 
equipments of the schools of to¬ 
day and the schools of years gone 
by; the wide difference In the me¬ 
thods of instruction; the introduc¬ 
tion of elective system in our high¬ 
er schools, is all evidence or the 
fact that along educational lines 
men have been moving according 
to the principle of this text, Thus 
theologically, morally, and educa¬ 
tionally we have been leaving 
many things behind, we have been 
Stretching forward, and pressing 
on to better things, to more sound, 
sensible, and scientific principles 
and standards. The results of all 
this are that the theological skies 
have brightened* the world has 
grown better* God is more widely 
known, more truly, and deeply, 
and reverently Worshipped than 
ever before. These splendid re¬ 
sults, this splendid optimism 
young friends, are the inheritance 
which time has given you* and 
God grant that every one of you 
may prove Worthy of the heritage 
the years have brought to you. 

But I want to change my argu¬ 
ment from the strictly theologi¬ 
cal, and moral* and educational 
basis, and apply it to the exper¬ 
iences of a life, A life that does 
not grow* and grow according to 
the principle laid down in this 
text is out of harmony’ with all 
gobd, law and sound principle. 
Educationally young friends* you 
have, iteen following the principle 
of thefpxt through the months 
you have spent in our beloved in¬ 
stitution, But thoro are better 
things ahead. Thus far your life 
and experiences have been limit¬ 
ed, Compared with them an un¬ 
limited life, and greater and mure 
Varied experiences are before you, 

U you are as true as I take you to 
be, you will enter that life and 
Meet those experiences With faces 
set toward the future, toward heav¬ 
en and Hod, You win take what
